Dear Friends and People, e 3 
Having, by ſeveral Hands, received Information of one Francis 
Bugg's Deſign, to be at this Town of Sleeford on the 8th of the 


6th Month, called Auguſt, laſt paſt, as an Attendant upon the 


Biſhop of Lincoln, in order to ſpread divers of his Abuſive Books 


and Papers, amongſt the Clergy and others; as by the ſaid Bi- 
ſhop's Approbation, in order to ſtir up a freſh Storm of Perſecu- 
tion, againſt us the People called Quakers, . under pretence of 
Suppreſſing our Errors. Notwithſtanding his flattering Pretences 
to the contrary ; with which Unchriſtian Practice, that no well- 
meaning Perſon about us might be inſtigated by his cauſleſs Cal- 
lumnies, through any Remiſneſs of mine, in their Diſcovery, I 
found my ſelf greatly concerned, to draw up a Catalogue of ſome 
of thoſe Falfities that I found in his Book, entituled, A Modeſt 
Defence, and ſent in a private Letter, preſently after Francis Bugg 
came to Town, which making way for my further Deſigns, thro” 
their immediate Preſentation of the fame to his Hand, as a ne- 
ceſſary Introduction to my enſuing Narrative, of what paſſed 
betwixt us upon that occaſion; I eſteem it requiſite to Inſert ſome 
of thofe Abuſes that I therein juſtly charged on him, out of the

concerning which, the ſeveral Claſſes of Presbyterians, Independents, 
and Baptiſts, having purged themſelves, from giving him any fuch 
Credentials, I Charge the whole upon him, as ſo many groſs 
Slanders, until he can prove them; which are as follows, viz.

late Argus Flagellatus, in general, as well as in divers other of our 


Anſwers to F. B. in particular, of which I gave the ſaid Biſhop a 


diiſtinct Account, in my afore- mentioned Letter; yet, as one re- 
ſolv'd to Credit our Adverſaries ipſe dixit, before any of our Chri- 


ſtian Defences, has he, notwithſtanding, commended the ſaid 
Francis Bugg as an Uſeful Perſon ; and his Books as worth the 


Clergies Peruſal; as appears by his Recommendatory Printed paper, 
Directed and Compoſed, as follows, verbatim;

But as the Contents of the above-mentioned much rather Infi- - 


nuates its Author to be deeply influenc'd againſt us, then prove 


us in any reſpect Guilty in the Matters charged, notwithſtanding 
his High Station of the Care of Souls; ſo his Suggeſtions againſt 


Chriftian Religion.— All which Cannons Reflections, tho they *

our Teachers, as Lying in wait to Deceive Ignorant and Woll. meaning 
Perſons, by their Deluſions and Damnable Doctrines, implies a great 
want of x Ba Chriſtian Charity, without which, all Pretences to 
True Religion are Vain. Howbeit, Iam concerned at preſent to 


Evince; that this his pretended Uſeful Inſtrument, F. B. was fo 


far from proving the Quakers infected with the Contagion of thoſe 


Damnable Dofrines, &c. the Biſhop repreſents us Guilty of, that 


he could by no means be prevailed with to Attempt his own De- 


fence in the afore-mentioned Abuſes, Perverſions and Forgeries, of 
which, among many others- of the ſame Nature, his Books are 
Compos'd ; notwithſtanding his ſpecious Pretences, in the Letter 
he ſent me, upon the Receipt of my Charges, which I ſhall In- 
ſert verbatim, as follows, viz.

In Anſwer whereto, notwithſtanding his Variation, in ſhifting his 
Terms, from my Objections of Falſities, &c. to Quotations cited, in 
order (as I found afterward) to evade making any Defence to a great 


part of my Charges, as I then ſuſpected; yet with reſpect to that Fair- 


neſs, he at Concluſion pretended to, I reply d as follows,viz.

Baut not coming altogether ſo ſoon, as it ſeems he expected, he 
by a few Lines more, was pleaſed to acquaint me, That he having 
wWaited near an Hour, at the place appointed, and my not coming, 
occaſioſſèd him to fend for my further Anſwer.—Upon the re- 
ceipt whereof, I immediately went to the place above-mention'd, 
where I finding him placed by a Table, ſurrounded by divers 
Auditors, amongſt whom, ſhortly coming two Prieſts, and the Bi- 
ſhop's Secretary, I plac'd my ſelf oppoſite againſt him, in expecta- 


tion of hearing his Defence in the Matters afore-charged, or at - 


leaſt ſome further Propofals towards another Meeting, for that end 


and purpoſe; in order whereto, after ſome little filence, I ask d 
him, If he had my Letter to Robert Gardner about him, wherein they 
were contain d, or I might read them out of my Copy? To which 


he made Anſwer, 


That as divers of thoſe Matters I had therein charged on him, . 
« was not Quotations out of our Books, ſo all he thought himſelf 


. ® concern'd in, was to prove his Quotations to be fairly cited out 


„ of our own Books; in order whereto, as he had not then 
„ thoſe about him, wherein his Proofs were contained againſt us, 
“ ſoall that could be then done, was only to Agree upon Terms 
e for another Meeting, to which he Thould bring a Horſe-Load 
or more of our Books, for that end and purpoſe: Whereto 1 


reply d, * 7 
That his Pretence of divers of thoſe Matters being no Quo- 
© tations out of our Books, was fo far from being any Reaſon for 


me not to Inſiſt on his Defence therein, as that it was rather an 
* aggravation of his Crimes in ſuch Caſes, ſince. whatever Pretence 


© he might make to Condemn us, under a Notion of Proof by 


Quotation, he could have none to abuſe us without offering 


_ © Proof agaivſt us out of our own Books. Wherefore as I in Ju- 
ſtice held him then accountable for all of that Nature, before

ve Occaſion to Charge him with perverting out of our Books, 
ſnould expect his Defence in, at Time and Place now to be

mutually Agreed on, betwixt us. In order, whereto (inſtead of 


falling on to Defend himſelf in the firſt Report, according to my 
juſt Demand) he immediately proceeds to draw up hisown Terms 
for us both to Sign, with reſpect to the laſt, as follows, verbatim, viz. 


54 That it is Mutually Agreed by, and between, Francis Bugg of

Upon the peruſal whereof, I finding his End therein to be the 
Effect of his Equivocating Device, in his firſt Letter, in order to 
Evade bis Defence, in à great. part, of thoſe Matters I already had 
charged on him, found my ſelf concern'd to reje the ſame for 
ſeveral Reaſons, then aligned me, as follows: 3 
Firſt, Becauſe thofe Abuſes that IL had charged him as Guilty of, 
were not falſe oy in his Pilgrim's Progreſs (how Guilty 
ſoever) but only ſuch as I found in his preten NN Defence; 
| 0 anc'd any 
Quotation. out f our Books, in Proof; for which cauſe, 281 
therein immediately held him accountable, without any further 
Diverſion by ſuch Equivocating Devices: So thoſe his Propoſals 
being alrogether deficient for chat end and purpoſe, was one Rea.

- 2dly, As we are not to Condemn the Righteous with the Wick- 
ed, and much leſs to make a Man an Offender for a Word; ſo if 
the ſaid Francis ſhould poſlibly have found an unſafe worded paſ- 
ſage, in any Book of ours, which in all other reſpects was con- 
ſilfenk with Truth, as my publick_ Teſtimony againſt the ſame, 
would be our ſufficient Defence againſt his Reflections, without 
being obliged to Burn all ſuch Books; ſo I could not ingage my 
ſelf ro Teſtiſie againſt one Error, by the Conſumption, perhaps of 
a Thouſand Truths, according to his Propoſition. Since, | 
3ah, The ſame was alſo Unreaſonable, as well as Unrighteous, 
inaſmuch as Books of one Impreſſion, being ſometimes diſperſed 
in other Nations, as well as throughout thele three Kingdoms: 
It was 2s itfpoſlible for me to obtain them all to Burn, as it was 
Unequal in him to offer only to Burn but one of his own, in order 
to draw me to ſuch Conditions, as he well knew could not be 
performed. The Reaſonableneſs of which Allegations, being ta- 
citly acknowledged by the whole Company; he wiſh'd me to 
draw up ſuch Terms as I infiſted on; in order whereto, notwith- 
ſtanding, as I addreſs'd my Self, he would needs interpoſe 
with ſome Reflections againſt George Fox and George Whitehead ; the 
firſt of which he was pleaſed to Charge with no leſs than Blaſpbe- 
m, in ſaying, That be who had the ſame Spirit, that rais'd up Jen 


n the Dead; was Equal to God: In Anſwer to which, I return'd, 


+ © That as I never read of any ſuch ſaying in any Book of his, 
ſo if any ſuch Inſtance there were unknown to me, it ought - 
much rather to be eſteemed an Error of the Preſs, than any of 

* his own; fince, as he was once acquitred, by ſubſtantial Evidence, 
© of a cauſleſs Accuſation of the ſame Nature, at Lancaſter- Aſſizes, as 
in our late Anpuis Flagellatus is largely evinced ; fo there 

© was no Cauſe to Queſtion, but that his Meaning always 354. 
© was, That he that bad the ſame Spirit 0 5 that which] was Equal : 
| © as he (not only then plainly proved, bur alſo) elfe- 
© where expreſt himſelf, to his Eternal Defence, againſt g..

with Contempt of Holy Scripture, by ſaying, That whatever is 
ſpoken from the Spirit of Truth in any, is of as great Authority. as the 
Seriptures and Chapters are, and greater: To which I replyed, _ 

That as the ſaid G. Whitehead had in divers Treatiſes, ſuffictently 
| * defended himfelf therein, by Explaining his Meaning 
© ro be, as Immediately proceeding from the ſame Spirit, as 
_ Cbriſt's Words were of greater Authority, when he ſpake them, 
. the Phariſees Reading the Letter, in whom 40 Spirit

p. 1e. pale not, &c. So had he not been Apoſtatized from the 
Dictates of the ſame bleſſed Spirit, as well as Chriſtian 
Charity, towards him, he would have found no real Cauſe therein 
to blame him. To all which he in effect Rejoyned; , | 
ce That as the ſaid G. W. always endeavoured to Excuſe the Qua- 
ce kers Blaſphemies, by ſuch Evaſions, ſo all the uſe he would make 
* of his pretended Explanations, was only ro improve them to his 
% own Contradiction, fince, as there was no bettet way to know 
Men's Meanings, than by their own words; ſo he was not bound 
eto take G. Mbitobead's from his future Explications. To which I 
Returned, | COTS 4/7 3 . 
That if Men's Minds were always to be known by ſome words, 
* without regard to their own Explanations, then might he by his 
© own be known to be a notorious Lyar, in ſtiling Chap. XIII. of 
© his Pilgrim's Progreſs, G. Whitehead's Sermon; of which twas in 
© vain for him to attempt to Diſcharge himſelf, by his Explana- 
* tory Pretence afterward, of It being 4 Sermon for bim to hold forth ; 
© ſince that is to be improved only, by his own Rule, to bis own 
Contradiction.— To all which he made Anſwer, * 
That as he doubted not, but that his Reply to G. s Book 
& would be acknowledged his full Diſcharge in that Matter, ſo he 
& requeſted the Auditors Attention to that part of the ſame, in 
order to their better Satisfation.—The which, with all. the reſt. 
of his Attempts of that Nature, againſt any of our Books, appear- 
ing to be not ſo much an Anſwer to that part of G. V. as a Rein- 
forcement of his old re- baffled Charges again and again, according 
to the ſcandalous Method he in his Appendix to his Pilgrim's Pro- 
een Sele adviſes his Fellow-Labourers in Wickedneſs to 
P. 173. and Practice towards us; I thought no Confutation more 
ty 2d, p. — than that contain'd in the Book he pretends to- 
Refute, for which cauſe, I alfo then read that part of

great Confuſion; under the ſenſe whereof being uneaſie, he wiſh'd 
me to go on with my Propoſals-—In order whereto, as I again 
addreſs d my ſelf, the Inn-keeper interpoſed for that night, by 
diffolving our Meeting, for fear of ſome Damage to the Chamber 
by the Numerous Auditors —Whereupon I drew up the ſame 
at my own Home againft the next Morning, in the Terms fol-

IPhereas I Henry Pickworth of N ew Sleeford, bebe, the 8th of 


the Month called Auguſt, Anno 1700. in a publick Aſſembly in 


Francis Bugg's Audience, offered to prove the ſaid Francis Bugg guilty 


of divers Ahuſes, Perverſions and Forgeries, againft us the People called 
Quakers, in ſuch of bis Writings as be induſtriouſly ſpreads among the 
Clergy and others, in hi attendance upon the Biſhop f Lincoln; con- 
cerning which, the ſaid Francis Bugg now wholly declining to defend 
himſols, for want of thoſe Books about him, from whence he pretends to 
"deduce bis Quotations, I do not only hereby therefore further offer to meet 
the ſaid F. g, in the public Audience of Perſons equally elected be- 
teen us, or otber ways, on the fifth of November next, in thi Town of 


Sleeford, 7 to his own Propoſition, for the end abovementioned,

but alſo do, by theſe Preſents, ingage my ſelf to burn, at our Market-Croſs, 


all ſuch Parts of our Writings as I can obtain, 2which are compoſed on ſuch 


Dockrines, as I cannot (upon timely notice) in Truth defend, or are not de- 


fendable thereby, to the Auditors reaſonable Satisfaction: Upon Condition, 


that the ſaid Francis Bugg burns all thoſe he can obtain of his in the ff 
place, that 1 prove guilty of thoſe Abuſes, that I already have, and yet 
farther have, to charge thereon, as a Teſtimony againfi the Remainder, 
according to bis own Propoſition in his firit Letter. As a farther Con- 
firmation whereof, I hereunto ſet my Hand, the ninth day of the Month 
aboeve- mentioned 8 85 #5 8's + 1 


Which ſaid Propoſals, as I thought convenient to ſhew to ſome 
"Neighbours next Morning, in order to have their Opinions therein, 
before I preſented the ſame to his hand; ſo they, with one con- 
ſent, judg d them ſo reaſonable, as that they concluded he could 

not refuſe them; yet, as in a deep ſenſe of his great Guiltineſs, I 
told them my contrary Perſwaſion: So he was not wanting to 
veriſie the fame by divers N when we came before him,

to the great Surpriſal of the Judicious amongſt them. The firſt of 
which was as follows, viz. | | 
e That as we were. a People that would never Renounce any of 
te our own Errors, though proved never ſo guilty; ſo he thought 
« himſelf not obliged to meet me on the Terms I propoſed, unleſs 
« 1 would firſt give it under my hand, that if G. Fox ſaid, in any 
of his Books, as afore charged, That he was therein guiky of 
© Rlaſphemy.— To which I replied, CR 

That as I did not know but that there might poſſibly be an 
© Omiſſion of thoſe words heretofore noted, in ſome or other of 
© his Writings, through the Error of the Preſs, or ſome other acci- 
© dent, ſo 1 could not ſubject my ſelf to his Demand: Yet fo far 
© as he had reſpeR to the People called Quakers, I had no cauſe 
© ro queſtion, but that his meaning always was, That be which had 
© ;he ſame Spirit, had that which was Equal. To which he returned, 
4 That as a Proof of my Sincerity herein, he farther demanded, 
« whether I would give it under my hand, That if he ſaid, and 
« Alſo it could be proved, that he meant as afore charged, that he 
vas therein guilty of Blaſphemy.—At which, though I heſi- 
tated a while, for fear of ſome Inconvenience in ſubjecting my 
ſelf to the Imperious Impoſition of one who was ſo ready to make 
an ill uſe of what was well intended: Yer, as I well knew, that 
our Chriſtian Principles teaches not to excuſe Errors in Reverence 
to any, when ever diſcovered, ſince nothing but what can abide 
the Fire ſhall ſtand: So, in order to leave him without Excuſe, in 
farther delaying to joyn Iſſue upon my aforementioned Propoſals, 

1 found a Neceſſity to anſwer his Imperious Demand for once, ra- 

| ther than let him eſcape without a farther diſcovery 


The Advantage, ot his great Hypocriſie, which he farther manifeſted 
Pare ge i. afterwards, by divers unaccountable Di erſions: The
